• 'from all parts of the world will be on 


hand to watch the first total eclipse of 
the sun visible in the United States 
since 1913. 


Regarded as .the most-important as- 


tronomical event of the year, the Sep- 
tember eclipse will attract thousands 
of scientific men to southern Califor- 


- nia, and preparations have been made 


to facilitate the work of observers and 
to accommodate the -various scientific 
organizations which will hold gather- 
ings in this city in connection with 
the phenomenon. 
' 


While the total phase of the eclipse 


•will be visible from Saeta Catalina 
Island, several expeditions from Am- 
ericar. and European observatories ifril' 
await the obscuration at Ensenada, 
Lower California, where the period of 
totality will last three minutes and 35 
seconds, as against two minutes and 4S 
seconds at Santa Catalina. 


Some of the scientists will photo- 


graph stars in the vicinity of the sun 
in an effort further to substantiate the 


' Einstein .theory, according ' to which 


light rays, being matter and therefore 
subject to the pull, of gravitation; "are 
deflected from 
their course 
by the 


proximity of a heavenly body. 
" Other observers will devote their at- 


tention to the corona, the golden em- 


. amation which extends outward from 


ihe sun past the border of the moon 
in every direction 
for 
hundreds of 


thousands-of miles. With thp spectro- 
scope they will watch for any chemical 
elements hitherto undetected in 
the 


solar atmosphere. 


Still others will study the red prom- 
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inences, supposed to be fiery matter 
projected from the- nun's deep interior 
with enormous velocity and- extending 
through the corona, and which change 
their form so rapidly that they 
are 


never precisely alike at two consecu- 
tive observing 
stations 
during the 


same eclipse. 


The exact moment when the appar- 


ent edge of the moon touches that of 
•the sun will be noted by still another 
group of astronomers for the purpose 
of procuring more precise data con- 
cerning the orbit of the moon, and in 
the -hope of solving a lunar problem of 
some 
years' 
standing—that is, the 


small but as yet unexplained accelera- 
tion of the moon's motion in its swing 
around the earth. 


Probably the,. largest band of ob- 


servers, however, will come from that 
section of the general public which, 
though not deeply versed or interested 
in astronomy, periodically displays a 
feverish desire 
to 
occupy ringside 


seats at the bout between sun and 
moon.

thrill of a lifetime, according to as-

Speaks on "The Use of 
. Poetry in Every Day

Rev. - Isaac Higginbotham, pastor of 


the Middle Street Baptist Church, and 
a speaker well -known to Portsmouth 
audiences, greatly impressed the mem- 
bers of the Woman's City Club by his 
address last Thursday afternoon. His 
subject was the 'Use of Poetry 
in 


Every Day Lile." 


He did not go into the history of the 


lives of the poets whose verses he 
read, but read the poems in his elo- 
.quent manner, and let them speak for 
themselves. The themes of the poems 
which he recited, together 
with his 


own interpretations of them, made an 
address that- was uplifting and inspir- 
ing. 


He said that the beauty and rythm of 


poetry was capable 
of arousing 
in 


others, the same thoughts and emo- 
tions which the poets themselves feel, 
and this beauty and rhythm can bring 
strength and inspiration and happiness 
to lives that otherwise seem humdrum, 
and many a time poetry has been a 
help in great sorrow. 
He said that 


poetry, unlike prose, gets to the heart j 
of things, but when one reads poetry 
one. should bring to the task a sym- 
pathetic imagination, and soul attuned, 
and in that way one's drowsed ambi- 
tion is awakened to new life. 


He told how many people consider 


poets and their listeners 
as cranks, 


idealists and dreamers, in spite of the 
fact that many poets have been men of 
action. College students have admired 
the poet in history, but when it comes j 
to the poet in practical life, their ad- 
miration Is not so keen. 


Poetry is .the voice of all that is best 


in humanity, and the reading of it 
ought to become a part of our daily 
lives, no matter how practical and busy 
our lives may be. Poetry should not be 
only for those who have hobbies in 
that direction or who delight in the sat 
isfaclion they receive from the study 
of master minds. Mr. Higginbotham 
told of the three essentials in the life 
of the Greeks, the three things' which 
we in our practical life often forget. 
They are the good, the true, the beau- 
tiful, and because po try 
has 
these 


three essentials, it can help us lighten 
everyday duties and make less sorrow- 
ful our" sorrows.

When Premier Baldwin decides to be nice to 
America, America is ready to be nice to him and the country 
he represents. 


Newspapers at Sea. 


The United States Shipping Board thinks it has a substitute 


for the liquor which competing foreign lines carry. It is a 
newspaper published every morning on board ship. 
The 


President Roosevelt is already printing such a paper, and 
printing plants are to be set up in IS other big liners operating 
under the federal board. 


This is not a mere .bulletin sheet. It is a typical American 


newspaper of eight pages, though in tabloid form. It repro- 
duces the usual cartoons, pictures, comics and other features, 
which are delivered at the dock on sailing day, and gets its 
'daily news by radio, having a condensed service"from two big 
New York and Chicago papers. There is the important gen- 
eral news of the world and the financial, sporting and other 
special news of interest to various types of readers. 


It sounds like a real attraction to the average traveler, al- 


though there.will be some who resent the intrusion of a daily 
paper because it breaks the spell of restful separation from the 
busv world. 


Prosperity vs. Crime. 


Chicago police officials announce that prosperity in that city 


has cut the crime wave down to a notable extent. During the 
hard times of a year and two years back, the city averaged 
30 hold-ups a night. Now there are fewer than tnat in a whole 
week. Burglaries have been cut in half; murders in connection 
with the perpetration of other crimes are comparatively few. 
Increased vigilance on the part of public officials is credited 
with part of this improvement. 
Prosperity is credited with 


more. Shovel or other working tool has replaced gun or black- 
jack. 


It seems to be true that even among the persons who com- 


mit the nation's crimes, more of them prefer to lead law-abid- 
ing, self-respecting lives than not. Circumstances drive many 
weak-willed -persons to'desperation. With such circumstances 
removed, none but professional criminals are left, and they are 
fewer than most of us suppose.

With 
fire at either end of the town, and at 
Oilman's arid' the Barney office, 
the 


middle houses then were ignited, all 
fanned by the high wind. 


It^is not believed that even a well- 


disciplined city department could have 
saved the town, which was a prey of 
the elements 
In their worst phase. 


That is, the fire-could not be localized. 
When the small corps of firemen, were 
fighting the fire in one place, another 
•would spring up a -quarter of a mllo 
away. It was a pitiable condition, and 
the inhabitants were helpless almost 
from the start.
